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Continuation of 10. Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): The Summary of the Claimed Subject Matter of the 
brief does not contain a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims involved in the appeal, 
referring to the specification by page an line number and to the drawings, if any, by reference characters. Also, some of the limitations of 
each independent claims are not included in the summary. Additionally, the examiner respectfully contends that the summary of the 
claimed subject matter exceeds applicant's instant claimed invention. For instance, applicant's Summary of Claimed Subject Matter 
discusses, inter-alia, and with respect to independent claim 1, that the gas injector 22 comprises a body including an axial end surface and 
a side surface, which extends (upwardly) from the axial end surface; "a main gas supply 32"; "upper gas line along which the flow- 
restriction device 36b is arranged"; "lower gas line along which the flow-restriction device 36a is arranged"; "The same process gas 
composition supplied by the common gas supply. . . can be either a single gas, or a gas mixture."; with respect to claim 7, applicant's 
Summary of Claimed Subject Matter discusses, inter-alia, "the outer diameter of the gas injector defined by the side surface increases 
continuously in the axial direction from the axial end surface (i.e., bottom surface)."; with respect to claim 10, applicant's Summary of 
Claimed Subject Matter discusses, inter-alia, "The off-axis outlets inject process gas at an acute angle relative to a plane parallel to an 
exposed surface of the substrate."; and the like (See pages 2-7 of the Appeal Brief filed 1/08/07). Since section V (5) of the Appeal Brief is 
strictly related to the SUMMARY of CLAIMED Subject Matter, applicant is kindly requested to show where the present claims or 
independent claim do recite, for example, each and every limitation mentioned above. Furthermore, applicant is requested to amend 
section V (5) of the Appeal Brief (SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER) as to only include the instant claimed limitations since it 
appears that applicant's SUMMARY of CLAIMED Subject matter is not commensurate in scope with the present invention as instantly 
claimed. See MPEP 1205.02. Furthermore, and with respect to the summary of claimed subject matter for independent claim 1, 
applicant's Summary of Claimed Subject Matter introduces arguments which should be included in section VII (Arguments) of the brief 
instead, see for example, "the term "common gas supply" means that the gas supply is adapted to supply the same gas composition to the 
first and second gas lines" in page 4 of the brief. . 
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
